DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 3-10 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record, taken alone or in combination, fails to disclose or render obvious secondary scanning 
means capable of moving the optical head, and the optical element comprises at least a first 
optical element to be moved together with the optical head by the secondary scanning means and 
a fixed second optical element, in combination with the rest of the limitations of claim 3. 

As shown in claim 7, the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to 
disclose or render obvious means for maintaining the induced Ught incident on said photoelectric 
reading means at a substantially uniform level regardless of a scanning position of said optical 
head, wherein said means for maintaining is provided in an optical path of the induced light 
between said optical head and said photoelectric reading means, in combination with the rest of 
the limitations of the claim
